The End Came Yesterday, and the 
World Now Monrna for a 
J Wood Man. 

Expressions of Sorrow and Tributes 
of Appreciation From the Na- 
tional Capitals. ; 



London, Nov. 1:— Intimation' of tihe 
death of the Czar of Bnaaia,' which oc- 
curred at Livadia, at 2.15 p.m., was re- 
ceived at the foreign ofiice a few minutes 
later. Tho Czarino and the Duoheas of 
Suxe-Coburg Gotha, sister of tho Czar, 
were among those with him at the laat. At 
noon the action of the Czar'a heart began to 
enfeeble rapidly, and about half-past one 
uuconBoiouaness supervened. The action of 
tho heart became intermittent and was 
ecarccly perceptible until it ceased alto- 
gether. 

Yalta, Nov. 1. — The Cz»r was told on 
Tucsduy that ho could live only a few days 
more. He listened composedly. During 
the rest of the day be paaaed most of his 
time in diaposing of his personal and family 
cll'tirsJ Ttaen^ he oaimly awaited the end 
with ma oonaolouaneu broken ocoasionslly 
by abort perloda of coma. Yesterday morn- 
ing he.' looked for the last time from the 
windo>r of the palaoe. He was long eilcnt ; 
then >he aaid it was pleasant to 
feel that he oonid pass hia last hours 
on Rutaian soil. Lsat night ho had 
no sleep ; he was racked constantly by vio- 
lent ooughing &nd hemorrhage. His heart 
grew 80 weak it often seemed to have stop- 
ped boating. Having rallied alightly, and 
become fully conscious, ho wished the sac- 
rament to bo given him in tho preaenoe of 
tho fumily. An hour and a half later he 
was seized with violent spasms. It seemed 
as if death had ccne, but he rallied, and at 
1'J;,'10 ho appeared to be free from pain, even 
comfortable. But the weakening heart beats 
and breathiug told his phyaiciitns that the 
end wae coming fast. Ho waa conscious al- 
most to the last moment. At 2:15 hia eyes 
closed slowly and he ceased breathing. 

The body will be embalmed in Livadia to- 
night and will bo exposed in the palace 
chapel for a day or two. According to the 
tentative arrangenientu made to night the 
body will be convoyed aboard the imperial 
yacht Polar Star to Odessa. It will be 
escorted hy the whole Blaok Sea fleet. 
From Odeaaa the body will be taken on a 
special train to St, Petersburg and will be 
placed in the cathedral of Saints Peter and 
Paul. The final ceremonies will be held 
probably in about two weeks. 

It is understood that -^Ctat Nioliolas II 
will be proclaimed .to.morrow.' Grand 
Duke Alexandria III 'a second son Caucasiaa 
will ba declared the heir. ' The troops and 
state ^ffidals will take the oath of loyalty 
and allegiance on Saturday morning. 

The Prince and Prinoesa of Wales, who 
are on their way to Livadia, were at the laat 
station thia side of Vienna when they re- 
ceived the dispatch announcing the Czar's 
death. The newa did not reach Balmoral 
until seven o'clock this evening. The Queen 
was quite prepared for it, as she had been 
informed of every phase of the Char's ill- 
ness. She waa deeply moved, however, 
when she learned the end had come. She 
sent a long telegram to the Czarina and is- 
sued to the court officials the usual instrno- 
tions as to mourning, which are to be pub- 
lished in an extra gazette. 

The Russian embaaey received ita first 
oflicial news from Lord Kimberley, secre- 
tary for foreign afTiirs, who handed to Am- 
bnaeador Staal a copy of the dispntch eent 
from the British embasay in St. l-'etersburg. 

Pahis, Nov. 1.~ Rooeivlng the nowa of 
the (^ar'a, death. Premier Casimir-Perrier, 
after a long siienoe aaid simply: " He was 
France's strong and loyal frind " Sjgna of 
mourniog have multiplied' ever. 'ainoe 'the 
news|WaB mudo public. , La Presse, Le Jour 
and Le Koir isbued special ' editions with 
black borders. All sold as rapidly as'they 
could be brought to the street. ' The booths 
and newsmen were aurrounded by eager 
crowds, struggling to buy/papers before the 
supply waa exhausted. 

Tho comment of hi Pross'j was: "All 
French patriots will be grieved by thia sad 
news. The mourning will entend through- 
out France. The Czir was a sincere partisan 
of peace and a devoted friend of our country. 
Our sorrow ia unutterably deep, but there ia 
no reason for despair, as the heir of Alex- 
ander III will recognize tho close bond 
uniting France and Russia. Tho sorrow of 
France will bo most convincing evidence to 
the Bon and sovereign that the union of tho 
nations whioh haa for years assured peace 
must remain the guarantee of peace in the 
future." 

The probable effect of the event upon tho 
Russo-Frenoh Alliance and tho European 
situation in general is disouased by every 
group in the streets or cafes. The views aro 
almoao without exception optimistic. Tho 
belief Is that Nicholas will adopt his father's 
policy. 

The Czar'c death wlll'^ annOUQOed offi- 
cially to the deputies and aenatora on Mon- 
day at the opening of the Chamber. / ' 

Lo Jour, commenting upon .the Czar'a 
death, says ; " Russia's grief arouses a re- 
sponse in France. Tho bulletina from Liva- 
dia liave cauaed anguish to all patriots, 
France hopca ardently that the son will be 
worthy of hia father." To a reporter of Le 
Jour ex-Miiiiator Li jFlouriens said : " I do 
not think that the change will endanger our 
alliance with Russia. I am oonvinoed that 
the Czitrewitch will follow the oonrse laid 
out by hia father." 

VVasiiinoton, Nov. 1. — Prince Cantaca- 
zune, tho Russian minister, received the fol- 
lowing telegram from M. '.io Giers, tho Rus- 
sian miDietor of foreign afTaira, thia after- 
noon : ".St. Petersburg, Nov, 1. — It haa 
pleased our Lord to recall to liim our much 
beloved aoveroign. Alexander tho Third 
died at Livadia this afternoon, the 20th of 
October (lat November) at 2:15." Prince 
Cantttoazune formally forwarded a copy of 
tho telegram to tho department of state, 
but at so lato an hour that no action Is 
likely to be taken by tho department before 
to-morrow. 

Baltimork, Nov. 1. — In an Interview to- 
day regarding tho ofVeot of> the Czar'a. death 
upon European politios 'Hon. Thos. P. 
Bayard, United States ambassador to Great 
Britain, said : *< Forewarned has been fore- 
armed with ' the oonntrlea of Earopo 
in this oaae, I think. They knew 
that this greet friend of peace waa 
dying and were prepared for it. 
I have reaaon to believe and hope that the 
doctrine of peace which the Czar has striven 



BO hard to eatabliib will be folIuwed'"o|at-by 
his ancceBSor, There waa only one line of 
policy .on this aubjeol) in JKusaia, and that 
waa tbepisair's policy. I know of no strong 
oppoaltion to the peace doctine in his minis- 
try and do not think hia death will affect the 
relationa now exiaticg between France 
and Russia and Russia and Germany. Nor 
will the sad ooourrenoe result In any ohango 
in tho triple allianoe in my opinion. In re- 
gard to hia succession, the evolution power 
will. I think, bo carried out strictly in ac- 
cordance with his policy."

(From Onx Own Correavondent.) ^ 
Ottawa, Nov. 1.— A prompt refutation Is 

given to the atatoment cabled from Eng- 
land yesterday that, according to a letter in 
the Times, William Smith, deputy minister 
of marine, and Commander Wakcham en- 
tertained the view that the proposed fast 
Atlantic steamship servioe Is impraotioable 
and impossible so far as the St. Lawrence is 
concerned. In reference to Mr, Smith, who 
la now in England, Sir. C. H. Tupper cabled 
hia deputy's attention to the newspaper re- 
ports on the subject before he left for 
Europe, as the matter had then been pub- 
lished in the public printa. Mr. Smith 
emphatically denied that there was the 
slightest foundation for the opinion 
asoribed to him. In regard to Com- 
mander Wdkoham, than whom there 
is no better living authority on the 
snbjeot of navigation of tho Gulf and the 
St. Liwronce river, that ollicer to-day, im- 
mediately he saw the views ascribed to bimi 
wrote a letter to Sir C. H. Tupper stating 
that he haa never expressed the opinion 
that a high rate of speed on the St. Law- 
ronco la impossible, and that Mr, Huddart's 
scbemo is impraoticablo. Wakeham saya ; 
" I om of tho controry opinion, as I hold 
that the greater the speed, the greater the 
safety. A fast ship will be much loea likely 
to bo affected by local currents, and will be 
better able to take every advantage of clear 
weather than a slower boat, She need go no 
faster than prudence would warrant in thick 
weather.

a'nrfaoe had been looked over. The most 
of the early-day diaoovoriea wore made 
where anowalidoa or other cauaes had eroded 
and Bcorod away the surface, leaving chutoa 
of mineral exposed, ao that the merest novice 
in the industry of prospeoting could not 
avoid finding a lodge if he ODOe oroeaed over 
it. It remained for the man of more ex- 
perience, the one who could judge from the 
croppioga and other earmarks or indioatiooa, 
to prove that valuable deposits of ore might 
lie at greater or loss depth in a vein and 
nob show on the surface. On this buaia 
quite a number have worked the past 
two Bonaon, and many have been rewarded 
for their faith and efforts. Quito a number 
of blind leads have been fouad during the 
past summer, many atruok by the merest 
aooident, and in not a few Inatanoea they 
have developed into paying minoa. One o ' 
theoldeatand best poated proapeotora and 
miners in the northwest has a spying that 
" whalea alwaya come up to spout," which 
means that if a vein' carries a large body of 
rich ore it is bonnd to show somewhere on 
the snrfaoe. However, the AVest Kootenay 
searcher after the hidden riohea concealed in 
mother earth haa got beyond the stage of 
looking for minefal only in snowslidea or 
about the roots of an overtarned tree and 
seeks for it where it should be, deep down 
in the ground.

There are four mints in the Slocan to-day 
putting out ore that goes over 1,000 ounces 
to the ton. They are the Antoine, the Non 
pireil, the Goodenough and the Ruccan.

VANOOirvER, Nov. 1.— (Special) — The 
Governor>General and Conntesa , of Aber 
doen arrived In Vancouver at 4 o'clock yes 

torday afternoon. Almost the entire 
population of Vancouver was represented 
in the crowd around the approaches to the 
station. On lakyinK the train the disr 
tinguished gnesta were formally welcomed 
by Mayor Anderson. .Company No. 5, 
B.C IB Q. A. , were lined Up at the station aa 
a guard of honor, and when the govornoi- 
general alighted , presented arms, Aa tho 
carriage containing tho honored guoata led 
oil tho procession tho city band played 
tho national anthem, and H.M.S. Royal 
Arthur fired a royal salute. All tho ships 
in port, including the Empress of Japan and 
tho Hag-ship, wero decorated with ilaga, aa 
well as all tho principal buildings in the city, 
Tho lino of procosaion along Cordova to 
Civmbio, along Ciiinliio to Hastings, and 
along ttaatiDgs to Grauvillo, and from there 
to the hotol tho strtota were lined with 
people. On arriving at the hotol Ilia Kxcel- 
loncy and Lady Abordoen appeared on the 
balcony and the Governor received and re 
plied to adilresHoa from tho city, tho board 
of trade ana the St. Georgo'a aociety. In 
tho ovoiiiug Hia Kxoo)loncy became a gueat 
of tho St. Andrew's and Caledonia aooiotiea, 
and was entertained at a banquet at tho 
Hotol Vancouver, v/hich passed off very auc 
oessfully. 

This morning tho Govornor-Gonoral ro 
coivod Admiral Stephonaon and staiT of H 
M. S. Royal Arthur. The newly>arrived 
men for this station wore reviewed by Hia 
Excellency at three o'clock. 

Tho Governor-General formally opened 
the exhibit of tho Art and Soionoe Society. 
Aa His Excellency, the Countess, Lord 
Dudley and Lady Marjorie walked up tho 
aisle the orokestra played God Save the 
Queen, The Governor-General was present 
ed with an address by President Tucker and 
briefly replied, b the course of hitf* re- 
marks he referred feelingly to the death of 
the Czar and said that owing to tha sad 
event he and Lsidy Aberdeen would not be 
able to attend the ball.

It tranapires that Currie, who ran away 
with Mrs. Rose and her six children, was 
captured near lilaino by a lynching parly, 
and narrowly escaped death.

Au Anatrallau Passenger Vessel Goes 
Out of Her Course With Ter- 
rible Hesults. 

la MidniRht Darkness She' Strikes on 
the Books— Terror and Con- 
fbston Beiga. 



Sydney, N.S.W., Oot. 3L— The Union 
line steamer Walrapa, bound from this port 
to Auckland, New ^Cealaud, waa wrecked 
Sunday evening on Groat Barrie's island, off 
the northeast ooasc of New Zealand. The 
steamer had a large number ot pasaenciers, 
111 of. whom were drowned. Tho number 
of people saved ia not poaitively known, but 
among the rescued are some of the pasaou- 
gera. 

The night was very daric and the officers 
and lookout on the atflftmer were Ignorant 
'of the proximity of land until the steamer 
Btruck on the rooka. Captain Mclntoah, 
the miister of the Wairapa, was ou the 
bridge at the time. Ho, together with moat 
of tho crow, waa loat. The aea was rough 
when the steamer went aground. At- 
tempts wore made to lower some of tho 
boata, but aoveral of these wore 
either smaahed by the sea or thrown 
Bgatost the rooka or capsized before they 
could be lot down. Those remaining on 
board refused to attempt to eaoapo that way. 
In the meantime the people on ehore had 
gone to tho assistance of the shipwrecked 
people. The steamer had two or three life 
rifts, and these were thrown overboard, but 
wore attached to tho vesaol by stout lints. 
Then some of the panaengors scrambled down 
tho aide and laid hold of tho ropes and 
dropped on to tho rafts, which wore then 
cut loose. They drifted rapidly ashore and 
the people on them were taken off when 
tbey came within reach by men who went 
out in the water aa far as possible to meet 
them. A line was finally thrown soross the 
ateainer and the breeohes, buoy rigged. A 
namber of lives were saved by this means. 
Altogether 111 of the passengers and thirty- 
two of the orew were drowned. The sur- 
vivors have arrived at Anokland. 

A'OOKLAND, Oct. 31. — The Wairapa atruok 
at midnight, when most of the paaaengora 
were asleep. They were aronaed by the 
ahock of tho eteamor striking and rushed on 
dock In great^exoitement. Lifebuoys were 
rapidly served out. There were many 
pathetic and heartrending scenes. Despite 
the oonfuaion there was no panic. A heavy 
sea was breaking over the veaaol and the 
boats were launched with the greatest diUi- 
oulty. The steamer after ahe struck settled 
rapidly and waa partly submerged, which 
added to tho danger and difficulty in getting 
the lifeboits away. Moat of tho boats were 
capsized and the occupants thrown into 
the water. No help oould be extended to 
them and they were drowned. The life 
rafts were out adrift, and many persons were 
saved by them. Many were swept from the 
bridge by the aeaa. Others took refuge in 
the rigging, where they remained until day- 
light, when two of the crew swam ashore 
with lines by means of which -ji sort of 
breeohes buoy was rigged and a number of 
persons wore hauled ashore. All who 
reaohed the ahore were attired in the 
scantiest clothing. They remained on the 
rooks foe thirty hoars, sulialsting on oranges 
that had been washed ashore. 



WI»TBB NO OBSTAOM. 

'Belief That the War Can Be Carried On In 
China Without Intermption by 
the Weather. 

CnioAno,[Nov. 1. — "I have juat been over 
the road from Moakden to Shanhalkwan, 
and it is as perfeet aa.ever. Not only that, 
but the road a£Fords every faoility for the 

passage of troops in winter from Korea 
to the great wall near Pekin. The victory 
of Japan ia a foregone conclusion," said 
Rev. Maurice J. Walker to a reporter at 
the Windsor to-day, Mr. Walker has 
been stationed by the EngUsh government 
In North China for the laiit nine years, and 
passed through Chicago to-day on his way 
to London to make his report. Rev. John 
K. Robinson, a missionary from Tien- 
tain, acoompanted him. Thoy left 
Pekm about a month ago. Speak- 
ing of the war, Mr. Walker 
said: "Japan was obliged to ennugo in 
foreign warfare to prevent a repetition of 
the revolution in 1S71 in her own domain. 
For years she has been preparing heraelf. 
Not only that, but she has carefully luid 
out her campaign in China. Chineae com- 
manders know that tho correspondents 
make a mistake when they say that winler 
will close tho campaign. I have been over 
the road to Moukden at all aeuaona of the 
year. It ia impaaaablo only in the spring. 
In the winter it ia in perfect condition. If 
the Japaueae can cross the mountains before 
cold weather and capture Moukden, which 
is the key to the whole situation, tho con- 
quest is theirs. The 500 miles of good road 
•from Moukden to the great wall at Shan- 
baikwan can be covered within a month." 

iLoSooH, Nov. 1. — A diapitoh to the 
Central News from Brnstels says the Chin- 
ese reports state that there have been pur- 
obased in Lirge 20.000 rifles. 

WAaniNOTON, Oot 31. — Experts here be- 
lieve that Port Arthur .cannot be reduced 
by the Japanese without the uao of hoavy 
siege artillery, and, bs far as reported, tho 
Japanese are not supplied with this. Inas- 
much aa tho capture of Port Arthur would 
give the Japanean control of the Gulf of 
Pechili and out off the Chineae capital from 
communication with tho sea, it ia thought 
the Japanese will uiako u moat determined 
efl'ort to capture tho fortress. Tho belief 
that they are prepared to do thia, oven if it 
involves a long siege and winter campaign, 
is borne out by the fact that agents of the 
Japanese government in thia country have 
(juiotly bought up a vaat storo of goat akiua, 
and have practically cornered tho market. 
Tho akins aro commonly iiaod in China uud 
Japan us a necaasary part of tho soldiers' 
winter raiment.

BUSINESS WAS BBISK. 

Tho Laaies" of ' the ' fiierormea Epiacopiil 
Chnrche Provide a I'rofltable Bazaar 
. and Delightful Concert. 

Fhil^armbiilo hall 'was converted into a 
big retail fanoy goods .estahliahment yester- 
day, and judging frooi the quick olearanoe' 
of the heavy stook with w hioh the business 
was initiated and the .oonstant stream ol 
people throughout the day,', it was evident 
that a profitable trade had been worked up 
by the new oandidates for patronage within 
a very short time. 

There were several little novelties in 
their business methods however, which 
made thoir " store " somewhat different 
from any other in the city. For instance 
all the arrangements were artistic in the 
extreme, and liowors played a conspicuous 
part in the decoration of tho buaineaa pre- 
misea. Inatead of shelves ond counters 
there were six largo booths, each having a 
particular departniont of the buaineaa re- 
served to itself.

Then 
there was one booth devoted entirely to the 
work from the King's Road mission, and 
ladies from the new oongregition, sitting 
under the ministration of Rev. Mr. King, 
wore in charge.

ALEXANDER in\ 

The dally expected news of tho death of 
the Caw of RasBla oame yestecday. The 
long and tortaring illnesB, vbioh he 
bore with truly heroic fortitude haa had 
one good efifeot. It haa ailenoed hia alan- 
derera and traducora and given thoao who 
knew him an opportunity to teatify to his 
great worth. Every one who oamo in con- 
tact with Alexander III appeara to have 
been impreeaed by the genuine, unpretending 
goodneaa and ainoerity of the man. He 
aeema to have been in every relation of life 
a model man, and the univeraal teatlmony ia 
that he haa during the last ten years or so 
been the preserver of the peace of Europe. 
He poaaeased great influence, and it ia allow- 
ed on all faanda that he uaed it for the good 
of the world. 



Alexander III ever demonatrated that bia 

intontiona were peaooful. Out in Asia 
there have, it is true, been Russian dom. 
onatrationa whioh appeared to portend no 
good { but, to a great extont, their not 
neoeasarily warlike objoata were explained, 
and the world agiin waa more at eaae. 
That Russia should maintain an immense 
military establishment appeara to bo noooa- 
aary to tho syflteni whioli obtaiua in thut 
Empire, and thut the troopa Hhould have 
been peaoefully employed inatead of boing 
lot looao upon Europe or Asia, beapeaka a 
oonaiderabia amount of upprcolntion of 
nineteenth ounlury conditions, whioh poa- 
aibly but for Hihiliam and other internal 
disturbeinooa might have been more largely 
adopted. 

Aa it ia, there are, apoording to Mr. Kenna 
and other travellera, eondttiona yet exiating 

whioh fully justify all the donanolationa 
made, whether by Mr. Gladstone or 
at the Exeter Hall mcotings, Russia 
haa been described aa an im- 
menae prison house— neither life nor 
liberty being aafe— Siberia or .the knout 
being declared to be the fate which thoae 
who dare to tliiuk must inevitably 
look forward to. This, it ia said, 
despite hia admitted odvanoement, Alox 
aiider III — powerful as ho has been — was 
nnable to ohange, In faot, it is maintained, 
that the element ogainat which be haa had 
to contend oould only have been reatrained 
by the moat high-handed meaaurea. Of 
Alexander 111 it would appear aa if it might 
be said that, in the fioo of no small difiioul- 
ties, ho managed to maintain the poaco of 
Europe and Asia ; but in ao far 
oonoema reforma at home, despite 
bia good Intentiona, little progress 
haa been made. The aohome of the great 
Siberian railway, with steam oonneotion on 
the Pacific coast, la one of the projeota of 
tho reign which haa just closed. It is a 
gigantio enterprise, but its conception and 
endoraation by thoae who havettudied ita 
detaila aerve to ahow how much greater it ia 
possible for even RuEsia to be by tho culti- 
vation of tho arts of peace and the direction 
of attention to natural development than by 
pursuing the aohemea of a vaulting ambi- 
tion. 

It ia to be hoped that the . young Em- 
peror Nioholaa entera upon a crreer leea 

troublous and less filled with oarea and anxi 
etiea than that of Alexander III. It ia said 
that hia father bad for some time been in 
atrnoting him in statecraft and diplomacy, 
and that he ia fairly well fitted to 
to take up national and international affairs 
whore they have been left off. Bab wiU he 
get tho opportunity, or will the enemlea of 
the RomanofTs, and indeed of law and order 
generally, give him the opportunity ? It 
haa been said that the Nihilists have de- 
clared that not another Nicholas shall 
aaoend the throne, and where ate not mem- 
bers of thia organization found { 

ORIMB AND BDUOATION. 



Alexander IH, Cssar of all the Ri^aaiaa, 
waa born In March 1845. He waa the aon 

cf Alexander II, who, always in danger and 
having had numerous narroiv escapes from 
death, became the victim of ft Nihilist con 
apiracy in March 1881. On hia acooesion to 
the throne of the RomanofTi there waa no 
Biffall amount of apeonUtion aa to what 
would be the conrae that the new Emperor 
would pursue — whether he would continue 
the more enlightened and peaceful policy of 
hia immediate predeoeaaor, with the idea of 
home development and tho improvement of 
the condition of the aerfa, or implement and 
paah forward the ambitiona projeota of hia 
grandfather I^icholaa with the objeot of 
realizing the dream of hia race that from St. 
Pateraburg should be dictated the deatiniea 
of both Europe and Aaia. There were 
many who confidently predicted that the 
new Cz»r— true to the family tradition 
— would not healtate to regard anch treaty 
oonventiona as might atandin the way of bis 
deaigna aa ao mnoh waste paper, and 
would not aoruple to set at defianoe all con- 
ventions and alliancea that might eiiat for 
the preeervation of the poaco of Europe. 
The Eaatern question — ao said the prophets 
— would be re-opened and not alone would 
the iaaneB which immediately led to the 
Crimean war be fought ont at no^ great 
distance from the eborea of the BoaphoruB, 
but aoroaa the Cauoaaua to thoao plains and 
mountain fastnessea where tho f,'rettt native 
chieftains over a century ago contiindcd 
with Great Britain for aupromacy in India. 
With a population numbering moro than a 
quarter that of the whole of Europe, Buaaia 
was,' indeed, an element to be taken into 
.serious cansidoratian, and Napoleon'a hia- 
toric apprehension, boforo ho moved on Moa- 
cow, lest Europe should become Slav or 
Saxon, waa recalled to mind. 

Many people, however, professed to take 
comfort from the faot that the family con 
neotioBB of the Czar wi^h many of the reisn 
ing monarobs of Europe were ao olose that it 
would appear to be hardly likely that he 
would rudely diaturb the peace of the con 
tinent ; but on the other hand it was urged 
that international complications know no 
individual rolatlonshipa. The course— with 
the exception of him of Turkey— of tho only 
absolute mpnaroh in Earope, was therefore 
closely watched, aind when it was seen that 
hia alnioat every act waa in the direction of 
peace relief waa experienced, particularly 
when tho Gortaohakoir policy was supersed- 
ed by that of Do Giers, and that of \)a Giera 
by one atlU more conciliatory, aaid to have 
lieen directed by the Czar personally. In- 
deed, it la atated that for a long time bia 
Imperial Majcaty baa prealded over the war 
department, while with Britain's most akil,'' 
f ul diplomats — tuoh for iuatance as Lord Duf- 
f orin — at tho court of St. I'oioraburg, and her 
very boatmen atConatantinople, the chances 
have .been that the qpX^t of Europe would 
not be MrlODily invaded. Napoleon , III 
deolared that ' the ' Empire waa peace 



Reformers a good many years ago main 
tained that crime in the great majority of 
oases was the result of ignorance. " Edu- 
cate the people," thoae roformora said, 
" and crime will diminish, and the more 
they are educated and the more widely in- 
telligence la diffoaed,' the leaa crime will 
there be," The reformers were believed, 
and schools for the children of the people 
were eatabliahod. Education after a while 
could bo had by millions without money and 
without price. But the reformers and their 
aucceaaora have been diaappointed.' Crime haa 
not dimlniahed in proportion to the spread 
of intelligence. In truth it aometimea ap- 
pears as if tho opposite were the case. 
Crimes of the moat dreadful nature have 
been committed, not by the doneoly ignor- 
ant alone, but by persona who had beon 
carefully educated and who had uaed the 
mental training they bad received to aid 
them in tho oommiBsion of crime, Tho un- 
welcome truth haa to bo published that in 
tho United Statea and Canada, where the 
common aohoola have been free to all olusses 
of the people for a very cocsiderable period, 
crime ia inoteaaiog, and that in Great 
Britain, where free ednoation hia not been 
in operation so long, crime is diminishing. 

Some interesting statiatios on thia aubject 
have been published by tho Bureau of Edu- 
utioa in Washington. Out of 131 aaaaBaina 
condemned to death m Spain G4 could read 
and write, and 67 oould not ; while out of 
6 473 educated peraona there waa one thief, 
there was among peraona who had no ednca- 
tion only one thief In 8,283. Some atatiBtica 
woro collected in tho United States for tho 
purpoao ohicily of teating tho thooriea of 
thoHO reformers who hold that education has 
a tendency to diminish crime. In tho year 
1891 27,103 persona were aont to the prisons 
and penitentiariea of the United Statea 
which reported to the Bureau of Ednoation, 
It was found that of 'these peraona 13 per 
cent,, or little more than one-eighth, could 
neither road nor write, 48 per cent, had 
roaohed tho grammar grade in tho 
public schools. It is fair to presume 
that theaa oould read and write, fairly well — 
that they oonld read with eaae for either in- 
atruction or amuaement. Aa many aa 20 per 
cent, had been educited at parochial achoula, 
Thia was seven per cent, nioro than thoao 
who oould neither read nor write ; four per 
cent, had attended high school, and one por 
cent, had been sent "to oollege. "The 
wardens of the aeveral priaona," we are told, 
"made a olose obacrvation of ' the moral 
character of their prisoners, and reported 
that of tho whole numlier 19 per cent, were 
defective In intelligonoe, 3,'t percent, showed 
fair intelligence, 38 per cent, ahowed good 
intelligenoe, and five exoellenb. Turning to 
their moral nature 10 per cent, were Incor- 
rigible, 3.) per cent, likely to return to crime, 
35 per cent, alllictid with criminal propocsi- 
tioa, and GO per cent, individuala who had 
plunged into crime through ao'ofdontal oir- 
oumatancos," 
The figures we have^ ^quoted do not cor- 



maaaea in any country to receive. In Can- 
ada, where the condition of the great pro- 
portion of the people is, wo should say, not 
favorable to the growth of crime, it was 
found that, in ^ilSSS^^w^^ 4,630 con- 
vlctlona for iiidiotikble bffenoea. This is 9,3G 
for every 10,000 inhabitanta. In 1892 the 
ooDviotioDB were 4,040,or 8.23 for every 10,- 
000. Part of thia increase ia acoonnted for 
by the diif-jront methods of making up the 
returns ; but after making due allowance 
for this change the inoroaso in considerable 
and very discouraging. It is impoaaible to 
compare the oondition of the^ population of 
Canada'tb'day aa regards crime with what it 
was twenty or twonty-tive years a(Jo, for tho 
atatietica of crime woro nob then so 
carefully collected aa they are now. 
We are afraid that if It were poaaible to make 
the comparison it would be found that the 
moral oondition of tho country haa not im- 
proved, and that tho outlook for the future 
is not by any means cheering. Every reader 
of tho nowspiipora must be ahockod ut tho 
criminal record of to day. Not only is 
orime more eommon than it uaed to be, but 
the nature of the._oriminal sots seems to ua 
more detperately wioked. Crimea of violence 
are diacouragingly frequent and outrages 
whioh one shudders to read of are com- 
mitted in tho ijuieteat part of tho country, 
among people euppoaod to bo living in Arca- 
dian aimplicity and Arcadinn innocence. 
Yet tho schoolmaater ia abroad and churches 
abound in the land. What ia wrong 7 

OUR TBLEQRAPEia SERYIOB. 

The atoppage of telegraphic oommonica- 

tion with tho Mainland was felt by nearly 
everyone on thia Island of Vancouver to be 
a very groat inconvonionco. When tho lines 
aro in good order the news comes to ua with 
such regularity and auoh dispatch that tho 
islanders hardly realize that a ailver atreak 
of considerable breadth-liea between ua and 
the Mainland, We are not then fully sensible 
of the great advantage we enjoy in having 
good telegraphic aervice. It is only in times 
like the last five daya when, through ciroum 
stances over which the Telegraph company 
have no control, we were deprived of tele 
graphic oommunicaticn, that we are; forced 
to admit that, all things conaidered, th 
regularity and the certainty with which 
commnnication with this city of Victoria is 
kept up is something to bo wondered at, 
^Vithin the last few months the servants of 
the Company have had to oonten.d with 
Socd and fire, and wind and the p'erila of 
the great deep, yet until the late break of 
the cable the ictervala in whioh the wires 
have boon down hove been wonderfully few, 
Wo believe that not many inland towns 
have a better and a more reliable telegraph 
service than haa thia city of Yiotoria, 
Justice to the Company and its servanta 
impels us to bear this testimony. But' the 
service though good, ia not aa the state of 
things during tho last few daya proves, per 
foot. A second cable is required aoroaa th 
gulf. The Telegraph Company ahcnld lose 
no time in laying the cable of lhree''''wirea 
that haa been talked of.' If it were^laid 
and in operation Viotoria would have-very 
little to wiah for in the way of telegraph 
aervioe, ,

By direction. of the proviDoIal agricultural 
department a strict examination is being 
made of dairy cattle in tho province for the 
purpose of quarantining or destroying those 
found to be infected with tuboi oulosia. In 
tho vicinity of Victoria the disease has been 
found to exist in six different herds and 63. 
animals are now under quarantine. Be- 
aides theee three or four animals have been 
slaughtered by oonaeut of tho owners, com- 
pulsory slaughtering not being in force. 
The mere fact of these steps being taken 
docs not, it must bo understood, mean that 
any sudden outbreak of dineaao hos occurred 
or that there ia any cause fjr people to im- 
agine they are confronted with a now 
danger. 'I'uborculoaio ia not any moro pro- 
viilont in liritiali Coluinbia than olsewhero. 
It exiata amoi!g dairy cattlo all over tho 
world. It has only been within tho laat few 
years, however, since the diacovory of tho 
tuberculin teat by Koch in KSDl, that a 
meana was discovered of accurately detect- 
ing i he disease oven in tho iLacipicut stage. 
I:i Europu and on thia continent the tubor- 
iilin testis now l)uing used aa u moaua of 
guarding tlio public liealth, aa tho ueo of 
milk from tuberculoua cows transmits con- 
umpliuu to the luinian being, and a large 
proportion of tho deaths of young children 
haa been traced to this cause. 

For tho lust four years a Royal Coinmia- 
aiou of exports have been engaged inveati- 
gatiug tuborculoaia and havo not as yet com- 
pleted their labora. In tho f/nited States 
and in Eastern Canada thci authorities have 
taken the matter up, and in this province 
tho Department of Agriculturs are taking 
active measures for tho public protec- 
tion. They have already, as haa 
been said, quarantined dairy cattlo 
found to bo diseased, and have advised tho 
city authorities to provide means for a pro- 
per inspection to prevent the sale of milk 
from herds found to be infected. Dr. 
George Duncan, the oily health officer, 
to whom tbe matter was referred by the 
city oounail. Is gathering data for his re- 
port. No doubt it will be somewhat on 
tho lines already advocated by him, of pro 
vidiug that the dairymen supplying tho 
city, before they get a licenso to sell, must 
have a thorough inspection of their premises 
and cattle by a compotont percon, so as to 
bo certain thot only the milk of healthy 
cows should be sold in the city. Such 
regulations are already in force in Vancou- 
ver. 

Professor Saunders, director uf expcri- 
montal farms, Ottawa, reoommcnda a very 
aimple moans of sterilizing milk, 
by heating it to IGO degrees Fohren- 
heit. This destroys any tuberculous 
germs should the milk contain them. The 
United States departmont of agriculture has 
also issued a bulletin containing some 
simple direotiona for the aterilization of 
milk. In eETtct they are : The vessel con- 
taining tho milk, for example a bottle, is 
placed insido a larger veaael of metal which 
oontaina water, the top of the bottle or in- 
side voaaol ahould bo closely covered. The 
requirements aro that tho interior veaael 
shall bo raised about half an inch from tho 
bottom of the other, and that the water 
shall reach nearly or quite as high aa the 
milk. The apparatus is then heatod until 
the water reaches 155 ° Fahrenheit, when it 
ia removed from the heat and kept tightly 
covered for half an hour. Tho milk bottloa 
are then taken out and put in a cool place.

The Fate of tbe " Ivauhoe "—Lumber 
for West Coast— A Gospel 
Boat.' 



Inaugurating wh&t ia at present to be a 
weekly Bcrvice, the American steamer 
' .Delta, owned and partially manned by 
Capt. Hensptsr and Measrs. Troiitman and 
Meyer, of Whatoom, arrived in port yester- 
day morning with about eightoen tons of 
mixed freight from tho neighboring islands. 
Hor now route is between Whatcom and 
Victoria, calls being made here every Wed- 
neadiiy morDing at 7 o'clock and the steamer 
departing at midnight. The steamer will 
touch at Olga, Eist Sound, Oroaa Island, 
West Sound, Friday Harbor and Roche 
Harbor on route either way. Victoria is 
believed to bo a good nmrkoc for tho pro- 
ducts from those plaoes, and it is probable 
that the Delta will find her new route pro- 
fitable. Aa for the steameri no .better could 
be had for the servioe, 8b6 has lots of 
freight room, hor passenger Bccommodation 
ia excellent, her speed ia nine knots, and hor 
seaworthineaa all that could be desired.

IN'CUE,\.SKI> 011IENTAI> TRADE. 

Tho bueineea of tho North Paoifio etoarn- 
ehip company has ao inoreasod recently ua to 
be far beyond the capacity of the steamers 
now being operated to carry it. Much of 
this increase is directly duo to the prcaont 
war between China and Japan. The ahip- 
menta of flour have grown ouormoualy. The 
demand haa inoroased the price to some ex- 
tent, and Paoific coast millers who are 
lucky uLough to secsre space in the Oriental 
steamships will reap a harvest. Tho war 
has produced such a dearth of rice in China 
and Japan and the price has risen so high 
that it is far cheaper and easier for the two 
governments to supply their soldiers with 
flour than with rice. JTIour ia much easier 
handled when cooked into biscuit than 
rice when cooked. "For these reaaons," 
said an official of the Northern Pa- 
oifio steamabip company a Sew daya 
ago, " both Bnnlei are now being moatly 
supplied with flonr. If tbe war continues 
any length of time and the soldiers become 
fond of floqr bread it may riT^uH in a great 
deal more flour being consumed in •hose 
countriea hereafter than has been. We have i 
Applications now to load the steamship Vic- 
toria when she cornea in port, three timea 
over, and wo could also book cargo now to 
load the ateamahip Taooma whan she cor;icB 
iu port again. The coal situation ' j the 
east oomplioatoa mattcra.

TilK LOST " IVANIIOE." 

The report noised abroad, says the Tacoma 
Ledger, that the missing ship Ivanhoe took 
a cargo of coal to China instead of sailing 
South, is said to be utterly untrue. Captain 
D. A. Cirter, chief ofScer of tbe steamehip 
Farallon, which was in port yesterday, was 
master of the Ivanhoe for four years, his 
service on her expiring in 1889 He is 
firmly of the opinion that the veasel la lost 
with all on board. "She was an old ship," 
aaid he, " having beeri built in 1865, at Bel- 
fsgt, Maine. Sho was a giT^Jd Strong ahip 
5n her day, hut was getting oH: Her 
gunwales were cf the old fashioi^ed 
kind and were higher than my head. 
If she shipped a sea daring a heavy 
galu she undoubtedly went right on to the 
bottom of the ocean. She was 200 feet long 
and 40 feet broad, and such a maas of water 
as she would have held with her bulwarks 
fuls would have omounted to hundreds of 
tons. If this is the way sho was lost there 
could have been no chance for those on 
board to have escaped, aa the minute a door 
opened water would havo rushed into the 
cabin. When the ahip St. Stephens went 
down with all on board off Cape Flattery 
&ve yeara ago I waa in tbe aame gale on the 
Ivanhoe, and though It waa the moat terrible 
storm I waa ever in, the Ivanboe atood tbe 
heavy seas without suataininc; any in^ 
juries."

Allan Liner "Siberian" Badly Iu- 
jnred in a Collision -txenuauy Ex- 
cludes American Beef.

Allan Uncr In Collision. 

PniLADKLPniA, Oct. 31.— The big Allan 
line Bteumship Siberian, one of the largeat 
veeaela trading between Philadelphia and 
European portB, orashtid into tbe annken 
wreck of the atoamer Allegheny down tbe 
bay, and narrowly eaoaped the same fate 
whioh the Allegheny auffered from tbe Can- 
oaona, Ootober 1. So aevere waa the abook 
that the Siberian is anid to have out the 
other vessel in two, while sho heraelf was 
severely damaged, her bow being crushed in, 
and Bix feed of water, it is aaid, ia etuDciing 
in her hold. The Siberian ia loaded with 
nearly 4,000 tona of general cargo, including 
300 cattle for Glasgow. Sho anchored in 
the river, being unable to proceed further, 
owing to her bow being too deep in the 
water to safely proceed without diioharglng 
part of her cargo.

Wasiii.vgto.s-, Nov. 1.— Superintendent 
Stump, of the immigration bureau, has re- 
oaived a letter from liji ron Hirsch, of the 
Jewish coloniz!ition asBociatlon, in whioh, in 
spoaking of Jowiah immiprration to the 
United States, hu says : " Fur from favor- 
ing this imniigration I have, as you are 
aware, for tho paat five years endeavored to 
turn it to the Argentine I^epublic, whore 
tho colonizsttion association has already 
ostiiblished many colonios and is still eatib- 
lishing others. The association doea not 
only do nothing to favor Israelite immigra- 
tion to the United Statea, but, aa far as I am 
aware, there are no other aociettes deairous 
of forcing or inducing them to go to your 
oonntry or helping them directly or indi- 
rectly to that end.

Sninonn Acqulalllons. 

Wasui.soton, Nov. 1. — The annual report 
of the navy department relating to the 
United Statea coaling atation at Fango* • 
Fangp harbor, Samoa, ahowa that the gov* 
emment has apparently no intention of 
abandoning ita rights in thoae ialands, and 
that land la atiU being quietly parohased at 
the Bite leleoted. In 1880 congress appio> 
priated $100,000 whioh waa intended' to ■ 
establish this station, and ever since that 
time the nary has been actively engaged in 
seonring the 125 acres desired. The judge- 
advocate-general is at laat able to annonnoe 
that all the more important purchases have 
been concluded and that the station can now 
be oetabliahed. The entire desired water 
front haa been obtained. 

The Beef Embareo. 
Washington, Ont. 31.— The announce- 
ment that the embargo placed upon Amer- 
ican oattlo by the aeoate of Hamburg had 
been extended to the oxo'uaion of American 
oattle and dreaaed beef from every part of 
Germany, waa received with surprise by de- 
partmental officiala. That Texas fdver waa 
merely a ground which Germany could 
adopt for enforcing retaliatory meaaures 
againat the United States, because of the 
aupposed discrimination against German in- 
terests in the eugar eohedulo of tho tariflf 
bill, was tbe prevailing impression. The 
Gormon ambassador, however, notified the 
secretary of state that the measure of ex- 
clusion was inspired solely by sanitary rea- 
sons and had no political motive behind it. 
Great Britain last year imported 393,941 
head of American oattle, while Germany 
took 4 000. Secretary Morton aaya that 
there ia no great ooncem felt by the admin- 
ialration over Germany's action.

order office, nere left to handle the businesi 
of a city of twenty-five tfaonaand people 
Of oourso the street delivery was oanoelled 
for the day, and the registered 
letter and money order departments were 
open for a shorter time than BSua'U 
Mail'd were desputched on time, and the cott- 
voiiituoo of tho public did not Buffer greatly 
duting the day. By evening the strikers 
hud, ufttr conaultation with tho l?oard of 
Tradd, resumed duty. They have con- 
Bcnted to continue work under tho otieting 
unaatisfnotury oiroumatanooB for one month, 
and in tliia tinio tho Board if Trade will use 
every cndouvor to secure a solution of the 
uorijlexirig problem. Poatmastor Shake 
iippaie does not hlunio the mcu for the action 
which they havo b«cn (is to take, for tho 
purpose ot interesting tho public in their 
luae ; Mensra. Prior and Karlo, Victoria's 
reprtsctitaiivea in the Commona, oudoreo tho 
juitioo of their claim ; and tho sympathy of 
the public generally ia with then:. 

Having failed to report for duty at the 
usual hour, tho carriers and olorta, two lady 
employes being among tho latter, went in- 
duatriously to work on their own aooount 
yesterday. One of the first stops taken was 
in the direction of securing the assiatanoe 
and co-operation of a repreaontativo public 
body, and in the course of the morning the 
following communication was addressed to 
the Prestdenti of the British Colnmbia Board 
of Trade:: 

" Wo, the undoraiKnod employes of tho 
Victoria. post olUoo. beg to notify your honor- 
ablo Iwdy that w« have found it necessary to 
suapoud work on account ot tho provL'-ionul 
tillovancH being withheld from ua, and that in 
thu iiitereat ot tho public generally wo respect- 
fully aoKoit your asslatauco in tho matter. If 
you Bliovld consider it advisable that a deputa- 
tion kIiouUI wait upon you to fuithor exnlaln 
ttio uiatLcr wo would bo happy to comply "

The letter above pet forth bore the sig 
natnrea of tho majarity of the atrikers. 

President Flumerfelt waa aa prompt to 
take action aa the poati office employes had 
been in applying to him, and a oouncil 
meeting was called for four o'clock, at 
which the strikers. Postmaster Shakespeare 
and Mesara. E>rle and Prior, M's P., were in- 
vited to bo present. Of these the post- 
master alone was absent — he bad hia hands 
full for the time being, attending to the 
routine duties of the practioally deserted 
office. Besides President i*iumerfelt, who 
occupied the chair, there were also in at- 
tendance Vice-President C. E. Renouf, and 
Messrs, H. Bostock, D. R, Ker, T. S. Fut- 
cher, Gustav Leiser and A. H. Gray. The 
circular calling tho meeting was read, and 

President Flumerfelt introduced the 
speoial buainesa of the day by referring 
briefly to tho circumstaucea loading up to 
tho strike. Aa representative citizens of 
Victoria, he said, tho members of tho board 
agreed that prompt action in the premises 
was abaolutely necosaary. He waa glad to 
see a number of thi post office stalT present 
and invited them to explain more fully the 
poaition of alUlrs. 

To this invitation Mr. J. W. Murray, re- 
presenting the efifeoted employes, replied. 

" We thank you very much, Mr. Presi- 
dent and gentlemen," he said, " for thia 
opportunity that you havo given us of ad- 
dresaing you. We wish to lay before you 
the reason for the action that we havo taken 
in auspending work at the post offioe, which 
is briefly and plainly aa follows. The pro- 
viaional allowance— the justice of which is 
admitted by every business man in the com- 
munity— which' was voted last session has 
been withheld from ns ainpe July 1. \Ve 
have taken every legitimate means of ascer- 
taining the cause of the delay and the rea- 
son for non-payment, bnb we have been un- 
able to the present time to obtain any eatis- 
iactory answer. 

" There have been a number of letters and 
telegrams sent fo the Postmaster General 
from time to time in connection with this 
matter. Oar membora have repeatedly been 
intoivlcwed and we lielieve they havo used 
their best endeavors in our behalf ; so that 
wo have exhausted every nicana at our dis- 
posal to havo this matter settled. Our sal- 
aries, even with tho allowance, aro barely 
sutficient to ensure eflicieut and faithful ser- 
vice, but wo havo always endeavored to do 
our duty fsithfully and to the best of our 
ability. Wo consider that wa havo been 
very unfairly dealt with, and while wo have 
great objection to inconveniencing the pub- 
lic we have been compelled to take this 
stand in order to get a deoleion on this ques- 
tion." 

Roplyiog to the questions of President 
Flumorfolt end Vice-PreaidenI) Renouf, Mr. 
Murray further explained that tho provis- 
ional allowance had not been paid during 
the past four montha. Previnualy there had 
been occasional reductiona, but no difficulty 
had been expuriencod in securing the money 
until tho opening of the present fiscal year 
— except in ono instance two years ago whun 
[V shortage of $7 •'>0 per man had ooourred. 
Thia had not yot been puid. 

Mr, Smith, another of the olerks, fur- 
nished tho information that tho allowance 
was Bt one time §40 on tho salaries respeot- 
ively received ; this had been reduced at 
various times, until of late the rule has 
been to allow all employes of the lower 
grades the same amount— ten dollars per man 
monthly. Without this the jroge of a oar 
rier ia but $29.10 per month', and that of u 
olerk $33 33. Alt the olerka and carriers 
effected ware to be found among the strikera. 
What they desired waa, briefly, to obtain u 
dcfinito understondiog as to thia point. It 
waa not only desirable but only fair that 
thia should bu had, and that the allowance 
iihould bo dono away with and tho salarioa 
dofinitoly fixed, ao that a man might know 
juat what ho waa to receive for hia labor — 
the same iis in tho oustoina and other 
branchea of the public sorvico. When tho 
July pay-sheet arrived from Ottawa it con- 
tained a note that " tho proviaional allow- 
ance will bo forwarded in a few days," but 
four montha had elspKod since then and tho 
promised ullowunco had not yot como to 
hand. Tho information had alao boon given 
by the Post Oilico Inspector that tho item 
had passed tho audit ofTice of tho depart- 
ment, and no roaaon for the non-payment of 
the money had ever been given. 

Aa to the actual distreaa ocoaaioned among 
the men by the non-reoeipti of the accus- 
tomed allowance, Mr. Sbeppard aaid that it 
was B reality. The salary with the allow? 
anoe waa no more than sufficient to meet 



living exp jnaes. In connection, he noted 
that "■■'■,,10 the Post oflioB clerks now receive 
S'>''',,i3 pur month, thoBO doing similar duty 
in tho CuBtoms house are paid So4 00 ; tho 
carriers here got?2!) 10, while those of tjeat- 
tlo andTaooma, where living i« oonsidorablu i 
clK'uper, are paid §00 and §70. 

Mr, Thomaa Earle, M P., explained how 
tho provisional griut b. Kixde — by tho vote 
of a block atiiouDt. In the division of thia 
6um the" twnble , arisBS..' Owing to the 
elevation of Vainoouver to the rank of a 
firat olaas offioe the olaini bad been put for- 
ward that the clerks there ihould share in 
the grant. He and bis ^oolleague, 
Mr. Prior, objected strongly - to , thls, 
our men should receive -,' the 
money voted for them and which 
they justly deserve. Then again Measis. 
Mara and Corbould were woiking for the 
mail clerks in thtj interior, whom they 
thought should share in tho grant. Both 
he and hia col'.etguo had used their utmost 
endeavors to secure a aottlement of the mat- 
ter, but nothing aatisfaetory could bo ob- 
tained from <ittawo. Peiaonally, ho thou)?ht 
that iho clerks and carriers were quite jua- 
titiod in the stand thoy had taken. 

President Flumerfelt, while admitting the 
handahip of tho clerks' position, thought 
that at tSio same time it would not do for 
them to antagoniza tho department, lind 
thereby jeopardize their chances of advance- 
ment. It was the greatest ot pities that 
the post olBce atalT should have found it 
necessary to go out on strike and so make 
it poaaiblo for tho department to till their 
■plaoea. 

Mr. Kor ooneidored it absolutely absurd 
to expect men to live duconlly on $29.10 per 
month. Any buainoas man who would at- 
tempt it would be laughed at. 

Mr. Earlo endorsed the stand taken by 
tho men that tho salaries ohould be defin- 
itely fixed and not dependent upon 
tho provisional allowance, which could 
never bo expected to ^Ivo aatiafaotion. 
He and Mr. Prior had time and again 
endeavored to impress upon the authorities 
at the Capital the difference in the expense 
of living here, but it was a difficult matter 
to handle. When .the point was diaoasaed 
at one time the tendera received for the 
supply of necessaries to pnblio inatitutions 
in British Columbia were produced* tho 
figures being almoat as low as 'tboae in tho 
East. Thia waa a hard argument to answer, 
It was explained that the government had 
been shown in detail the coao of living in 
thia province ; that tbeir attention hid been 
directed to the increased salaries allowed 
bank oflicors and others on coming to tho 
West; and it was pointed out that tho 
principul obstacle in tho way of tho iiottlo- 
ment ot tho present dillioulty waa in the fact 
that tho British Columbia inembors havo 
been, in this, pulling against each other. 

Asked in regard to the clothing allow 
ancca to thom, ouo of tho carriers gave the 
information that the Winnipeg men are 
much more favorably dealt with, while 
they are also receiving their provisional al- 
lowance of S6 every month. There has been, 
it is said, no direct privation as yet, 
but in onticipation of the payment of the 
allowance the men had contraoiiCd liabilities 
which they now found it difiicult to meet; 
The department abonid at least -liave given 
them some notice if the allowance waa to be 
withdrawn. 

Other pointa in connection with tho caso 
were presented, and the post office em- 
ployes then retired so that tho board might 
the more freely discuss the case. 

President Flumerfelt suggested that the 
board advance the overdue allowance so 
that the men should no longer be 
put to the great inconvenience which 
they are anffering under. Thia auggeatiop 
waa not acted upon, but all agreed that -It 
would be a shame indeed if some settlomeot 
of the matter waa not reached' immediately. 

Mr, I^oiaer did not tbiak, as some' bad 
suggested, that the governoenli would dare 
to replace the men in view of their aotion in 
atoppinit work ; and Messrs. Earle and Prior 
assured the board that tbe^ wonld never re- 
commend for any of the tpoiltions anyone 
who might apply for a place" iMlongini; to 
any of the strikers. 

'Thero was only one opinion expreasod In 
regard to the justice of men'a claim for the 
payment of the allowance, and after some 
further discussion the following resolution 
was introduced by Mr. A. B. Gray, sec- 
onded by Mr, T, S. Futcher, and unani- 
mously carried : — 

" Whereas certain of tho employoa of tho 
Victoria post office now on strike havo made 
repreaentationa to thia l)oard aa to their 
grievances relating to tho n ithUolding by 
tho Dominion government of the provisional 
allowance hitherto ■ extended to them, and 
havo asked the ooniideration of the board 
thereto. 

" Therefore he it roaolved, that whilst 
sympathising with tho said post office em 
ployes and endorsing tho fairness of their 
claim for the withheld provisional allow- 
ance, thia hoard advises the employes 
to resume work at once and continue for 
one month if neoeasary under exist- 
ing conditions ; and that this board through 
our representatives at Ottawa and other- 
wise uae onr isflnenoe with the Uominion 
government to induce it to accede to what 
wo confliJer tho just demands of tho post 
ollioo einploycs," 

Tl:a clorLa and carricis, who had remained 
within call, then returned and the result of 
the board's deliberations was make known 
to thorn. 

To tho Buggoation that thoy forthwith re- 
turn to work thoy agreed, Mr. Smith acting 
as apokeaman for hia colleagues in saying 
that thoy relied wholly on tho cfforta that 
tho board would put forth — if they wore 
not Buccesiful it was a hopeless case. 

Acting on the deoleion thus arrived at 
they returned to duty last evening.

Ottawa, Nov. 1,— (Speoial)— Sir A. P. 
Caron ietumed toruight from New Yoi^k, 
where he has been to see Sir John Thompson' 
off to Eogland.

There was no intention to cut It off, 
the point at issue at present being 
which class of offioiala- clerks, letter 
carriers or mail clerks, or all 
— ahould rooiiivo it. Tho extraordinary 
stop of striking waa not calculated to secure 
a speedy sottlomont of tho (jucstion. Not 
having tho papers at hia houao ho was not at 
liberty to enter into ooiiaideration of tho 
matter to-night, but proposed investigating 
it to-morrow. '
